Says Canadian Stockmen 
Want a Square Deal in

WINNIPEG, April 28—(Canadian 
Prese)—The importance to Western 
Canada of a substantial reduction in 
existing ocean freight rates on cattle 
was emphasized in a lengthy memo- 
randum submitted today to the Im- 
perial Shipping Committee by the 
Manitoba Free Press. 

“If Canada is to 
the statement, in a summary case, 
“she must increase her production 
of livestock and maintain her pro- 
duction of wheat. 

“To do 80 she must have markets. 
There are markets open to her farm 
products but they are distant. Unless 
transportation costs enable these 
products to be placed in these mar- 
kets under conditions which permit 
some return to their producers these 
markets are in fact non-existent. 

Expectations Proved Tlusions 

“That is, or wil be in the immedl- 
nte future, the fact so far as the 
export trade in catt'e trom western 
Canada is concerned, The expecta- 
tlons created in Western Canda by 
the removal of the embargo have 
proved illusions, There is no mar- 
ket under existing conditions for 
‘stor’ enttle In Great Britain, and 
this Is due directly to the fact that 
the ocean rate on enttle ts maintain- 
ed on a level which brings it en- 
tirely out of relation to the rail- 
way rates on Innd as fixed by the 
pre-war conditions.

Vishermen who have brought seal 
pups up on @ bottle state they are 
almost human in their intelligence, 
They seldom get into trouble in the 
fishermen's nets, appearing to un 
derstand them as well as the men 
themselves, 

Not only do they jive on the sal 
mon, but when hunger is satisfied 
they kill for sport, tossing the fish 
out of the water, like a cat plays 
with a mouse, They can throw a 
thirty-pound galmon clear out of 
the water, 

Wight years ago it vas estimated 
the number cf seals preying in the 
Vraser numbered forty thousund; 
and the number has greatly in 
ereased since.
